Attorney Darden Wins in the Su¬ 
preme Court. 

That a wife to whom commun¬ 
ity property is conveyed by her 
husband may deed the property to 
others without the consent of the 
husband is the decision rendered 
by the state supreme court, a copy 
of which was received yesterday 
by Attorney C. S. Darden. 

The case grew out of the trans¬ 
fer of three lots by a Mrs. Don¬ 
aldson to Jane Washington, Don¬ 
aldson suing to have the deed set 
aside on the ground that, al¬ 
though the property was in his 
wife's name, it was community 
property, and could not be sold 
without his signature on the deed. 
Judge Hervey decided the case in 
favor of Darden's client and this 
decision is affirmed by the higher 
court.

AFRO=AMERICAN COUNCIL TO 
PRESENT GOLD MEDAL TO 
PRESIDENT TAFT. 


it is being advertised that Pres¬ 
ident Taft will address the col¬ 
ored citizens of this city on Mon¬ 
day'afternoon under the auspices 
of the Afro-American Council. 

It has been further brought to 
our attention that this organiza¬ 
tion will give President Taft a 
gold medal for his recognition of 
the Afro-Americans. 

The position of this journal is 
well known about holding a spe¬ 
cial meeting for negroes in a city 
where every citizen is permitted, 
without question, to be present 
and hear President Taft at any 
of his public addresses. 

This special meeting is the ef¬ 
fort of a few short-sighted ne¬ 
groes who hope to have the glare 
of publicity turn on them for a 
few moments at any cost, even if 
it is that of having all negroes in 
the future, kept away from all 
public meetings except: those spe¬ 
cially given for negroes. The 
presentation of the gold medal to 
President Taft for his recognition 
of the Afro-Americans can be 
credited in this city for but one 
act out of the ordinary, and that 
was to appoint a local negro to a 
position in the Internal Revenue 
service in this city. 

The position had ordinarily 
been given to one who could pass 
a clerk’s examination under the 
civil service, but to make this ap¬ 
pointment President Taft recog¬ 
nized the ability (?) of the negro 
by not requiring of him a demon¬ 
stration first of the competency 
usually required. 

It is not believed that there is 
a great desire among the negroes 
of this city to make greater de¬ 
mands for such recognition of the 
negroes’ ability by President 
Taft, as has been shown by the 
large number who have taken 
pains to let us know that they 
have not contributed for the re¬ 
ward to the President. 


The Liberator Endorsed. 

This journal was the only ne¬ 
gro paper in the state that sup¬ 
ported the woman suffrage 
amendment. And the victory 
won in this city and county is a 
splendid endorsement of its fight 
for equal rights. Los Angeles 
city and county gave 5000 major¬ 
ity for the suffrage amendment 
in spite of the hard battle waged 
against it by the old machine, 
backed by all of the evil influ¬ 
ences in the city. 

The Liberator’s home city and 
county followed its advice and 
stood by the noble women of this 
state. 

Sawtelle, the editor’s home, 
voted 5 to 1 in favor of woman 
suffrage, so this journal has the 
unqualified endorsement of the 
lovers of justice everywhere. 

The Liberator wins another 
great victory for equal rights. 

At this writing it looks as if 
the suffrage amendment has car¬ 
ried. The men behind the plows 
throughout the rural districts 
voted heavily in favor of giving 
women equal rights. Should the 
amendment fail, however, the 
fight for equal rights will go right 
on. Later: Woman’s Suffrage car¬ 
ries by a majority of more than 
two thousand votes. 

Popular Government Principles. 

The election last Tuesday was 
a triumph of popular government 
—“a government of the people, 
by the people, for the people.”. 
After forty years of machine dom¬ 
ination the people of the great 
state of California are again in 
possession of their own. .The 
adoption of the initiative, referen¬ 
dum and recall, making them a 
part of the organic law of the 
state, makes permanent the vic¬ 
tory won by the people in the 
last state campaign. 

The defeat of the suffrage 
amendment brought about by a 
combination of all of the evil 
forces in the state, is the one dark 
spot in the otherwise clear sky 
of popular triumph. But with the 
victory for direct legislation, 
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equal suffrage is sure to come. 
The ladies who fought so nobly 
for their God-given rights are un¬ 
daunted and are rejoicing in the 
knowledge that by their labors, 
they have made equal suffrage 
one of the certainties which will 
come within the next five years. 
Aided by the chivalrous men who 
went to defeat with them, the la¬ 
dies will, with increased vigor, 
go on with the battle. 

The small vote by which the 
amendment was lost, bespeaks its 
ultimate success. A continued 
campaign of education is all that 
is necessary.
